Artist Series Presents 
Dr. Frank Baxter Tues. 


Dr. Frank C. Baxter, U.S.C. 
lecturer and television speaker, 
will speak Tuesday in Phillips Hall 
on “One Man’s Theater.” This 
program is third in the college 
Artist’s Series. 

Although Dr. Baxter has a busy 
schedule, not only in his lecturing 
at U.S.C. as professor of Litera- 
ture, but also in television ‘pro- 


grams of science and literature, 


he still has time to lecture publicly 
throughout Southern California 
and at times other parts of the 
nation. 

“Baxter spoke at the college 
two years ago and a turn-away 
crowd is inevitable for his next 
talk,” related Sky Dunlap. This 
statement has proven true, be- 
cause there is only a limited sup- 
ply of tickets left, according to 
the Phillips Hall box office. 

Since Dr. Baxter started at U. 
S.C.*in 1930 ,he has become well 
liked by the students who voted 
him the man ‘who should teach 
all the classes in the university.” 
The Daily Trojan has written “If 
you haven’t taken a course from 
Dr. Baxter, you haven’t been to 
college.” 

Baxter's first television appear- 
ance was “Shakespeare on TV,” 
which included 18 lectures cover- 
ing eight plays of Shakespeare. 

Baxter’s lectures on Shakes- 
peare won ten major national and 
regional awards, including the 
1953 Sylvania award for educa- 
tional television and the Ohio 
State University award in the field 
“systematic instruction: tele- 
course.” The Academy of Tele- 
vision Arts and Sciences awarded 
an “Emmy” statuette to Baxter 
in 1954 as best local male per-
